on the Boone county poor farm used 
as an Insane asylum, burned down 
Tuesday night, and eight of the nine 
inmates lost their livea The flre broke 
out about 10 o'clock, and when discov- 
ered was under such headway that 
nothing could be done to save the un- 
fortunates in the building

The Boone county poor farm is seven 


and one-half miles north of here, and 
a mile from Mineral Ridge Mineral 
Bldge is a county settlement without 
railroad or telegraph connection with 
the outer world. 


Tuesday night's storm was the most 


furious of the winter, the thermometer 
indicating 30 degrees below zero. No 
one could face this storm to bring the 
Dews to Boone, and information of the 
holocaust did not reach here until 
nearly noon. 


It is just six years since Boone 


county concluded to take charge of its 
Incurable and harmless insane, that 
had before been kept In the state asy- 
lum*. For that purpose a two-story 
frame building was erected on the 
poor farm, about sixty feet from the 
poor-house. In this building the in- 
sane ware kept. There were nine of 
the unfortunates, the eight above 
named, who lost their live, and Mrs. 
Hibbard, also insane. 


The steward of the poor farm i* 


Henry Holcomb, who lived with hi* 
wife in the poor house. They retired 
about the usual time last night, and 
were asleep at 10 o'clock, when they 
were awakened by Mrs. Hibbard com- 
rap into the house and telling them the 
mad house was on flre. Mr. Holcomb 
i uahed to the burning building, which 
be saw was aflame inside, and burtt in 
the door. He could not enter, wring 
to the intense heat, and no sound ex- 
cept the crackling of the flames was 
heard 
Tbe poor unfortunates were 


already dead—either suffocated before 
they awoke, or lacking the intelli- 
gence to make their escape. Four of 
the poor creatures that were not con- 
sidered perfectly safe were locked in 
their cell at night, and could not have 
escaped if they would. The others 
could have gotten out if intelligent 
enough. 


The poor house, near by, contains 


fourteen paupers, and what little help

The tragedy was over in half an hour, 


when the roof of the mad house fell 
in. The victims were seen in the coals, 
burned beyond recognition, the sight 
being sickening in the extreme. The

caused by the action of electricity or 
galvanism. The word to one of the 
many that hu come into common use 
sinon electricity has played so im- 
portant a part in every-day affairs. 
This word, or rather what it stands 
-for, to causing considerable trouble in 
Booheater, where it to decomposing' gas 
and water pipes buried near the wires 
of the electric railroad. Nor is that 
fthe only city which has Buffered in 
[this respect The electricity manufac- 
tured at the dynamo passes through 
tte feed wires to the trolley wires, 
thence down tte trolley through the 
[oar into the machinery, and so on out 
to the rails and wires fastened to them 
'.for what to called the return current. 
•The current from the dynamo of the 
'car is carefully guarded by insulation 
in order that as little as possible may 
be lost. Having done its work, about 
all that to asked of the; balance of the 
wires is to establish the complete cir- 
cuit. The insulation of the ground 
wire not being so (food, more or less of 
the current passes oft into the earth, 
especially when it is moist. Gas or 
water pipes are attractive as conduc- 
tors and if in the neighborhood are 
bound to secure some share of the 
eubtle -fluid. As long ago as 1838 it 
was discovered that the earth could be 
used as part of a circuit to carry elec- 
tric currents, and nntil the introduc- 
tion of electric oars the earth was al- 
most wholly depended upon for the 
return current required by telephone 
and telegraph apparatus. Now the best 
telephone circuits have carefully in- 
aalated wires for the return current. 
The interference with the telegraph is 
much less than with the telephone 
from this cause. When electricity 
paeses through moist earth it causes 
the decomposition of the water and 
tte formation of oxygen and hydrogen 
pises. The oxygen reaching metallic 
pipes causes oxidation and ultimate 
destruction. The time required is, of 
course, wholly dependent upon the 
conditions, such as the volume of the 
current, the stie of the conductor and 
the amount of oxygen liberated. Thus 
the application of advanced science in 
every day practice brings with it new 
problems to be solved and new difficul- 
ties to be obviated, just as new diseases 
demand new remedies.—Utica Press 


freaks of BatnfaU In Oregon. 


It will be a surprise to many of the 


people of Portland to learn that the 
average annual rainfall in the vicinity 
of Neah bay, Washington, is about ona 
hundred inches. It will be an equal 
surprise that the average annual pre- 
cipitation at Pasco, in Washington, a 
little more than two hundred miles 
north of Neah bay, does not exceed ten 
inches. 
The heavy rainfall of the 


states of Oregon and Washington or- 
eurs only at the points immediately on 
the coast. Astoria gets 75.48 inches of 
rain a year, while at Portland, a little 
more than one hundred miles inland, 
the annual precipitation is only 49.34 
Inches. The annual precipitation at 
Portland is but three inches iirexceis 
of the annual precipitation at Boston, 
and less than four inches more than 
the annual rainfall at New York, while 
it is less by nearly thirteen inches than 
the amount of rain that falls avery year 
at New Orleans. At Ashland, in south- 
ern Oregon, only twenty-two inches ol 
rain falls a year.—Portland Oregonian.

tillo told them where he had hidden 
his money. The bandits went to the 
place and found only »8, which they

gands started to depart, but a friend 
of Castillo, who had seen that there 
was something wrong at Castillo's 
house, and suspecting that robbery 
was being committed, notified the po- 
lice, who arrived just as the thieves 
were going away.

The police 
learned that two women servants in 
the bouse had aided the brigands in 
entering, and they too were taken into 
custody.
